To the People of the United States. 

The political aspect of the country fills the 
public mind with painful apprehension. The peo 
pie ate everywhere disturbed with the fear of 
some disastrous crisis. Many ure alarmed for 
the safety of the Union. All are conscious that 
the sentiment of fraternity which once linked 
Lite States together, even more firmly than the 
compact of the Constitution itself, has been 
rudely shaken, mid that discord has crept into 
the relationship of communities which should 
have found, both in the interests of the present 
and in the memories of the past, the strongest 
motived for mutual regard and confidence. 

What has produced these general and uuhap 
py convictions? 

It has been too apparent to escape the most 
casual observation that, for some years past, 
there has been manifested a design, iuthe move- 
ments of iufiuential political leaders, to force 
the country into au organization of parties found 
ed on the question of slavery. 

The first introduction of this subject into par- 
ty politics engendered a controversy which has 
constantly increased in extent and bitterness, 
mingling with, or usurping the place of all oth- 
er political questions, ami giving to those party 
politics a greater and more dangerous vehe- 
mence. Considerations of the public welfare 
seem to be cast aside, to make room for wider 
and rnoro unrestrained contention on this single 
mid engrossing theme. 

The two great parties m the country (the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican) have been the chief ac 
tors in this fatal contest, if not its authors. — 
Whether they have always exerted themselves 
to allay the excitement to which it gave rise, or, 
oa the contrary, have both of them occasionally 
employed it for the promotion of party purposes, 
it. is not for us to determine. It is aufficien to 
note that the mind of the people has been in- 
dustriously exercised by this contest to the ser- 
vice of sectional agitation, and that in its pro- 
gress the teachings of the fathers of the repub- 
lic, the lights of history, the landmarks of con 
stitutionnl power have been renounced, our old 
and revered traditions of policy spurned, and the 
welfare of the present and the hopes of the fu- 
ture been brought into jeopardy in the alterna* 
tions of passionate challenge and defiance bo- 
twven the angry disputant?. 

it is notour purpose to arraign or todeuouuce 
either of these parties for their pant errors or 
transgressions, but we regard it as an indisputa 
ble fa that by their conflicts they have been 
mainly instrumental in producing the present la 
□Deniable state of public affairs. It would be 
easy to establish this position by a relerence to 
events in the recent history of the country, with 
which the public is but too familiar; but we pur- 
posely abstain from all comments upon them, as 
inconsistent with the limits of this address, and 
as tending to revive controversies which is its 
object to allay. We will simply state, that the 
one, by its frequent and unnecessary intrusion of 
the slavery question iato party politics, ha? ex- 
asperated section a feeling at the North and in- 
creased the growing spirit of disuuiou at the 
South; while the other has been prompt to avail 
itself of these opportunities for auti*slavery ng 
i tat ion. 

After having so long agitated the country by 
their reciprocal assaults, these parties are now 
preparing for a sectionul struggle far exceeding 
in violence any that has yet occurred, the re 
sult9 of which may be disastrous to the coun 
try. 

As an indication of the character of this strug- 
gle, of its objects ami possible consequences, wo 
need only point to the significant fact, that a 
convention has been called by one of these par- 
lies to select a candidate for the office of Chief 
Magistrate of the Union from which, by the ne- 
cessary logic of its construction, fifteen States of 
that Union are excluded. 

Solemnly impressed with these facts, a num- 
ber of geutlemen from different part* of the 
country, among whom were members of the 
present Congress, anil of Congresses of former 
date, recently assembled in the City of Wash- 
ington to deliberate on meaus of averting dan- 
gers to w hich they may lead 

It waa the unanimous opinion of the meeting, 
that immediate steps should be taken to or 
gauize a “Constitutional Union party,” pledged 
to support “the Union, the Constitution and the 
enforcement of the laws.” 

This organization was accordingly comment* 
ed by the appointment of a ‘‘Central Executive 
Committee” charged with the general direction 
of the party and with the preparation of an ad 
‘tress to the people of the United States. 

We need not assure you, fellow citizens, that 
we approach this task with diffidence and anxie- 
ty. We arc aware of tho difficulty which at 
lemk'tho endeavor, at any time, to persuade 
men to abandon political associations to which 
they are allied, either by interest or preference, 
and we know how much that difficulty is in 
created whett-party attachment is heightened by 
the ardor of expected success or inflamed by the 
zeal of opposition. But there are, nevertheless, 
junctures when honest hearted citizens will be 
prepared, at any sacrifice of prejudice or opin 
ion, to perform this doty to their country. It is 
the policy of the dominant parties to underrate 
the real strength of those whom disapprobation, 
indifference, or disgust force into the position of 
neutrals in polftTcat warfare The ordinary tac- 
tics of parties teach them to discourage those 
whom they cannot enlist. But the fact is de- 
monstrable that the numbers who occupy this 
position at all times, and more especially at the 
present time, constitute a most influential por- 
tion of the whole people. If the investigation 
could be made, there is reason to believe it 
would result in disclosing the fact, that, as par- 
ties are now constituted, iiule less than a mil 
lion of voters will be driven out of the sphere 
of active participation in tlie coming election.— 
The old Whig strength of the country will be 
found to furnish do small contribution to this 
mass. Even those of that association who have 
been induced to take sides in recent elections 
with one or the other ol the opponent divisions, 
acknowldege but scant fealty to their new lead- 
ers; and the greater number of them will, it i§ 



who, in the ordinary condition of the national 
progress, were most ambitious to assume its di 
rection, and who have reposed such faith in the . 
patriotism of their fellow men as lo feel no con- 
cern in the question of the supremacy of party, 
but whom the extraordinary incentives of a cri- 
sis like the present must awaken to the resolve 
of an effort to protect the threatened safety of 
the confederacy, we have elements sufficient, by 
their combination, to form a great party, to 
which additional strength will be imparted by 
the exalted patriotism of its principles aud ob- 
ject®. Moreover, it is only just to the two con 
tending parties to say, that we do not despair of 
finding iu the tanks of each, numerous individu- 
als who, tired of intestine strife, and alarmed 
at the threatening aspect of affairs, will unite 
with the only party whictwholda out to the coun 
try a prospect of repose. 

Can it be possible that, with 60 glorious a 
cause before us, an appeal to the patriotism of 
the laud, founded on such inducements asjths 
present exigency supplies, can fall upon unheed 
ingears, or foil to rouse the national heart to 
the great emprise of this commanding duty? — 
Now, when ever'” honest and thoughtful citizen 
within the broad confines of this Union, every 
true son of the republic at home aud every 
brother of our lineage abroad, is filled with dis- 
may at the sudden rupture of the national con 
cord, cau it be that the power which is able to 
pour oil upon the troubled waters, ami bring 
gladness back to every good man’s fireside, will 
withhold its hand from the labor? that this gen- j 
e rat ion of American citizens, awakened by the j 
clamor that threatens the integrity of our Union, 
and conscious of its faculty to command the 
ending of mad debate, and to re establish the 
foundations of a healthful, just, aud benignant 
administration of the duties and benefits of the 
Constitution, will play the sluggard in this mo- 
mentous hour, and incur the everlasting shame 
of passively looking on upon the demolition of 
this fabric of confederated States? that this gen 
oration will prove itself so false to all genera- 
tions to come as to permit, when it has the pow 
er to forbid, the destruction of this glorious her 
itage of so many millions oT freemen, with such 
immortal memories clustering around the path 
of their history, with such grand hopes hovering 
over the career before them, the central point 
of ho many blessings, the subject of so many 
prayers of the enlightened humanity of the whole 
world? 

Let ail men refleet upon the incredible folly 
of our quarrel. 

The country ia wrought into a tempest of ex- 
citement. Two great political armies are con- 
tending for mastery. Both are infuriated with 
a rage that threatens fearftd extremes. The 
great mass of law abiding cinzena arc looking 
on with amazement, and an ominous apprehen 
sion of mischief. And yet there is no danger 
impending over the Republic which human pas- 
sions have not created, and which human wisdom 
may not prevent. 

We have pointed out the chief source of the 
present agitation, and think we have sufficiently 
shown that neither of the two parties who are 
now seeking to obtain the control of the Gov 
eminent can be safely entrusted with the man 
agement of public affaire. The only way to rescue 
the country from their hands is to organize a par 
tv whose cardinal principles shall be: To remove 
the subject of slavery from the arena of party 
politics, and leave it to the independent con- 
trol of the State? in which it exists, and to 
the unbiased action of the judiciary. 

To remove all obstacles from the due aud 
fulthful execution of the provisions for the ren 
dition of fugitive slaves; 

To cultivate and expand the resources of the 
country by such protection to every useful pur 
suit and interest as is compatible with the gen 
eral welfare and equitable to all; 

To maintain peace, an far us possible, aud 
honorable relation to all nations; 

To guard and enforce the supremacy of the 
laws by an impartial and strict administration 
of the powers granted by the Constitution; 

To respect the rights and reverence the Uniou 
of the States us the vital sourceof present peace 
and prosperity, and the surest guarantee of fu 
ture power and happiness; 

To teach reconciliation, fraternity and for 
bearance, as the great national charities by 
which the Union is ever to bo preserved, as a 
fountain of perennial blessings to the people. 

Let these principles be taken to the hearts of 
those who pledge themselves to the support of 
the party, and let them actual© their private lile 
as well as their public duty. 

To promote this movement, measures should 
be adopted with as little delay as possible, such 
as will afford an opportunity to the party to ex 
ert a controlling influence on the approaching 
election, and to seleet candidates upon whom its 
vote may be effectively concentrated. 

To this end we propose that a Convention be 
immediately held in each State, which shall as 
sunie the duty of embodying the whole conser- 
vative strength of each in such form as shall 
make it most effective: 

Thar, each of these Conventions shall make a 
nomination of two candidates for the Presidency, 
(omitting to nominate a Vice President,) to be 
selected from those most eminent and approved 
in public esteem, one of which candidates, at 
least, shall be a citizen of some other State than 
that- in which he is nominated: 

That these two candidates from each State 
shall be submitted to the consideration of a 
General Convention, to be assembled at Haiti 
more, at a time that shall he designated by the 
National Executive Committee, which General
